Tiio lord mayor lin.s a 
iiuinlier of telegrams from the Amori- 
i.-iia colonics congratulating him upon 
hi.s escape. He has also received 
iln vatening letters. 

London, March 19. — Tiio sliooting 
iiiHtch between Carver and Scott was 
concluded to-night and resulted as fol- 
lows : Total .scores : Carver, 9737, 
ScotL, 9735. 

Dublin, March 20. — Laughlin has 
ht'.tsu couviuted of uoiuuiitliug un uul- 
rage on Saunders at Cork near Castle 
island and sentenced to ten years' iiu- 
prisountent. 

.Major Ueneral Miavinsky, belonging 
to tlio prefecture of police, who was first 
deputized to search the cheesemonger's 
.•jliop in Little Garden street and who 
tliiii lie found nothing suspicious, is 
being subjected to a judicial examina- 
tion, and it is thought this investigation 
will lead to the resignation of tho pre- 
fect of police. 

St. PKTfntsui'Ki:, March 20. — -Thu 
iiijin and woman who occupied the shop 
where tlie mine was discovered near the 
residence of the new emperor Imve been 
arrested in Cronstadt. 

RoussakofTis being tortured. 

London, Mnrcli 19.— A Vienna cor- 
respondent states that the report of tho 
resignation of Baron Von Hay merle is 
false. Baron Von Hayuierle telegraph- 
ed a message of condolence to Sc. Pe- 
tersburg immediately after he received 
news of the a.ssassination. 

Lo.VDON, Alarch 19.— The I'all Mall 
(r'azetlc in a leading article says all 
news from the cast is ominous of war. 
Crete is a ma.xiraum which the Turks 
offer to cede. The cession of Crete and 
Thossaly is the minimum which tho 
powers will accept. Unle.ss means can 
be found to bring tho minimum near 
tho maximum, tho Grcx'ks will cress 
the frontier and war will begin, which 
may not close until it has spread far 
beyond the limits of tlie Ottoman em- 
pire. 

GoNSTANTlNOPliE, March 19 — It is 
believed that to-day's meeting of am 
bassadors and Ottoman delegates lias 
been an inii)ortant one. Delegates were 
furnished with detailed instructions re 
gnrding the territory which the porte 
is willing to cede to Greece. Two 
transports are embarking 6000 troops 
forVoio.' 

Bkiilin, March 19. — The towns of 
Ineboli, on the Black sea, and Vlendin 
in Austiia, are reported nearly all des- 
troyed by fire yesterday. Three hun- 
dred and tiftean houses, including tho 
custom house and foreign consulates 
were burned at Ineboli. 

Paris, March 19. — The Ropubliquc 
Francaise states that as the question of 
Scrutin De Liste is ono that concerns 
the chamber only, tho ciiamber should 
solve it in the plentitude of its inde- 
pendent sovereignty. 

Paris, March 19. — After a cabinet 
council to-day upon the Scrutin de 
Liste system of voting by departments, 
rumors were circulated of a ministerial 
crisis. The Liberate say.s: "The re- 
.sult of the forthcoming debate on this 
question in the chamber of deputies 
must inevitably involve a fatal blow to 
President Grevy or Gambetta — tho 
Prench socialist." 

Paris, IVIarch 10. — The senate to 
day rejected, by a vote of 132 to I'^y, 
the dutien fixed by tho tariircommis 
sioners on yarns and cottons, which 
were about 25 per cent, above the 
duties adopted liy tlie chamber of 
deputies. 

Pakis, March 19. — In consequence 
of the banquets yesterday of tho ex- 
treme radicals celebrating tho anni- 
versary of the outbreak of tho com- 
mune, the police have arrested several 
persons, including Terkesofl', chief of 
the nihilists in Paris and a German 
socialist named David. Custom house 
officials have seized on the frontier two 
portmanteaus containing photographs 
which the nihilists were endeavoring 
tocarrv into France. The French ship 
Coralie embarked with a quantity of 
Orsini bombs at Pomptena for St. 
Petersburg, but on putting into Dun- 
kirk, the Captain learning of the assas- 
sination of the Czar, immediately ac- 
. quainted the Russian consul of the 
nature of his cargo. 

PauIS, -March20. — Gambetta, aijeak- 
ing at a ineotiug of tho union of com- 
merce, 8000 persons present, said that 



he had always u.sed and should never 

cease to repeat tho words, "T can 
wait." 

iMADiUD.iMiuch 20.— Several [)etards 
exploded Saturday night in the streets 
supposed directed against 4;hu i)refect 
of police who recently closed gambling 
houses. 

St. PETERSBunti, March 21.— Many 
arrests in tho last few days. At the 
house of one of the persons captured 
tho police found 7000 roubles. A man 
upon whom was found arniH,poison and 
20uu roubles was arrested last night. 
Two dynamite stores have been dis- 
covered. 

The nuiniciiial council are consider- 
ing the advisability of establishing a 
system of supervision accompanied by 
domiciliary visits over every house in 
thu city. 

In consequences of Hh'e lij^ity of tho 
authorities with regard to tho discovery 
of tho mine near the new czar's rest 
denco a court of inquiry has been in- 
stituted. A new revolutionary sheet 
has been circulateil addre.ssed 'to Rus- 
sian workmen. 

Cypress trees have boon planted 
around the spot where the czar fell irnd 
sacred pictures with lamps burning 
before them have been jilncod there. 

There is reason to believe that tiie 
emperor continues to appreciate tho 
conciliatory tendency of Gen. Melikofl", 
and that at present no extraordinary 
mea.sures of repre.s.sion are contemplat- 
ed. The council of ministers have de- 
cided to proceetl immediately with a 
convocation of commissioners to con- 
sider the representation of tlie people 
on state questions. The press again 
invokes the aid of Eurupeiin puwer.-^ iu 
eradicating nihilism. 

Preliminary evidence for the trial of 
RousakofT has been pre[)arcd and the 
trial only awaits completion of the act 
of accusation. 

It is expected that all Russian plen 
ipotentiaries' to foreign courts will meet 
at St. Petersburg this week to consider 
the foreign policy of the empire.. 'I'he 
czar will preside. 

Lo.s'DON, March 21.— In' commons 
(iladstono said that he hoped to make 
his financial statement on tho Itli of 
April and would introduce an Irish 
land bill on the 7th, adjourn the 
house for Easter holidays on the 8th, to 
reassemble on the 25th and the same 
day take a second reading of the land 
bill. 

John Ruskin is seriously ill. 

LoKDON, March 21. — Several laiul 
meetings were held in Ireland yester- 
day. Dillon spoke at Woodford and 
strongly aspsrsed Irish judge.s. 

London, March 21. — Dr. Carver, 
Scott and Reeve Smith, manager of the 
Brighton aquarium, have enlerod into 
the following agreement: Smith gives 
a prize of .£'2000 to bo shot for under 
the following conditions : Carver and 
Scott are to shoot in thirty contests at 
50,000 glass balls in any towns in 
Great Britain Smith may select, thirty 
contests to be concluded witliin two 
months from date. The first one win- 
ner is to receive .£1500 and loser XSOO. 
Smith will supply balls and cartridges, 
and Carver and Scott guns, tra[)s and 
assistaut.s. 

fiO-NDOX, ]\[arch 21. — In committee 
of supply to night, votes for .£-l-lG,000 
for army exjionditure in the Transvaal 
war and i;2 10,000 for extraordinary 
transport service for Transvaal ware 
agreed to. Gladstone stated that a tele- 
graph from Transvaal contained noth- 
ing tending to dimini.sh hopes of jieace. 

Paiuh, i\larch 21. — Noyes, Ameri- 
can minister, to-day handed President 
Grevy an autograph letter from Presi- 
ident Hayes, inviting the French gov- 
ernment and people to send representa- 
tives to the centennary celebration at 
Yorktown. Noyes said that he fulfill- 
ed this mission with satisfaction. Tho 
American peojilc cherislied grateful re- 
membrance of the participation of 
France in the cstablishniunt of Ameri- 
can independence. The celebration of 
a common victory would lose much of 
its interest and lustre if our sister re- 
public was not represented. President 
Grevy in reply exprea.sed gratification 
and thanked the American government 
for its recognition of the part the 
French took in tho work of American 
independence. France, having shared 
the labor, would also share the rejoic- 
ing 

Rochofort virtually admits that his 
nihilist telegrams purporting to come 
from Geneva were written in Paris. 

A secret vote will be taken on tho 
Scrutin de List bill which will tempt 
many who have a grudge against Gam- 
betta to stab him in tho back. There 
is n strong coalition against him. 
I The cabinet to-day came to no docis- 
I ion on the Scrutin de List bill and will 
meet to-night to endeavor to prevent 
or to postpone disruption; hut nothing 
final will be done until the meeting at 
Elysee to-morrow. 

Constantinople, March 21. — It is 
stated that several Persian tribes under 
a Persian general havo crossed the 
frontier toward Bagdad and pillaged 
several villages. 

St. Petersburg, March 22. — The 
indictment against Nioolai- Roussakoff 
and Rei Teijkoff, Tiinofei MichaelofT 
and the woman Ilesse Helfmann will 
be communicated to them. Tlioy will 
be allowed seven days for the prepara- 
tion of their defense by counsel. The 
Aycnce Rxtsse says it is evident tlio 
assaBgiyaticui of c?ar vvaa planned 
ai)roa(l, chiefly in Paris and Switzer- 
lantl. 



Paris, aiarch 22.— M.'"Zola contri- 
butes a long article on Russia and the 
nihilists to the Paris Figaro. Ho ridi- 
cules the idea that it is possible to 
found a republic in Russia in the pre- 
sent state of Russian society. Tho 
00,000,000 ])easants, forming tho 
greater pairt of the nation,aro ignorant, 
isolated and wholly devoted to the 
czar. Tho popular eloinont in tho 
towns is powerless for revolution, and 
if the nihilists continue the policy of 
blood and violence wo may some day 
witness a spectacle of infuriated pea- 
santry rushing blindly to the rescue of 
their " little father," bent on indipcri- 
minalo slaughter. jModern Russia, 
says .M. Zola, will probably be born of 
political and social facts borrowed from 
all the nations of Europe. It will be 
the work not of theorists, but of time 
and circunistancp.s. 

Paris, March 12. — A dispatch from 
Geneva states that a correspondent of 
the I nlrunMijmt, supposed to bo Dra- 
gonnofT, reputed ciiief of tho nihilists, 
declares that Roussakofl' and Joliboff 
liavo been meroilessly put to torture in 
the presence of Gen. Melikofl". Rou.s- 
sakofl" was electricised by a powerful 
battery and forced by the intolerable 
agony he suflercd to answer tho ques- 
tions put to him. 

The rector of tho university recently 
tolil the students that they would be 
invited shortly to di.scuss impending 
roforiu.s. 

Berlin, March 22. — Emperor Wil- 
liam has a very cordial telegram from 
the czar, congralul.i.ting him on his 
birthday. 

Lo\i)o.\, i\larch 22.-~In tho com- 
iiions tho under foreign riccrctary :;aid 
that tho French government had ex- 
pressed readiness to enter into negotia- 
ations for a commercial treaty with 
England as soon as the tarifl' bill jiass- 
cd the senate. 

Gladstone .said that tho government 
received a telegram from General Sir 
Evelyn Wood, stating that an arrange- 
ment had been made with the Boers 
who substantially accept British condi- 
tions. The announcement was receiv- 
ed with loud cheers. 

Gladstone has beoii subpeuaed as a 
witness in the Lawson-Laboucliere 
libel. His evidence will relate to cor- 
respondence between the Greek Negro 
ponte and Gladstone, in regard to Bul- 
garian ma.ssacres, which correspondence 
was alleged to have been published by 
the Daili/ Tdetjmph unautlioritatively. 

Dlulik, xMarch 22. — At a meeting 
of the land league to-night all who ad- 
dressed the meeting explained the 
apology foi; Dillon's sjieech about Judge 
Kitzgoraki, in which tho judge was 
warned that he had better take care 
that the league did not do away with 
biui. The Fenian council of Balraoor 
has resolved to siioot a landlord who 
last year shot a man in self-defense 
during a riot on a farm from which a 
tenant had bcMMi evicted. It is stated 
that two men have been selected by 
liallot to execute the as.s.tssination. 
The police are in po.ssession of all the 
facts. 

Berli.v, March 22. — The question of 
including Altona in the customs union 
threatens to lead to a constitutional 
conflict. If his health will permit, 
I^ismark will partici])ate in the debate. 

ArADUin, March 22. — A bomb with 
a fuso attached has been found in front 
of Duke Ossuna's palace. 

Paris, March 22. — The cabinet \\ ill 
maintain neutrality in tho debato on 
the Scrutin de Liste bill. This decis- 
ion i.s cniisidered a success fnr Gam 
bfitta. 

A dispatch says that a fatal railroad 
accident on Chenim Defer De Liste was 
reported this morning near Boncy sta- 
tion, caused by a collision between a 
train and an empty wagon left on the 
line. 22 jjersona were killed and in- 
jured. 

The editor of the Citoijfit has been 
Hculcnced to six month.s' imprisonment 
and 2000 francs fine, tho manager of 
that journal to three months and 2000 
francs fine; the editor of the Joitvenile 
si.K months' and 2000 francs fine; and 
the manager of the Revolution Social 
to tho same. 

Beiii.i.n', Marcli 22. — Eleven hun- 
dred persons left to-day for Bremen 
and Hamburg to embark for America. 

St. Petersburq, March 23. — Col- 
onel Dorjibki, who was wounded at the 
time of the assassination of the Czar, 
has been granted a pension of 6000 
roubles. It is stated that peasants are 
flocking to St. Petersburg from all 
parts of tho country in pious pilgrimage 
to the spot where the emperor fell. 

London, March 2.3. — The race for 
the Lincoln cup was won by ^lahon's 
tilley, liras Defer second, and Jas. R. 
Keene's North Star third. Seven ran. 

Tho Lincolnshire handicap was won 
by Buchanan, P. Lorillard's Mistake 
being second, and Post's Orbit third 
Thirty-six ran. 

Berlin, March 2S. — Emigration to 
America is so largo that steam.Hhip com- 
panies aro obliged to charter extra 
steaiiiors. 

If the government declines to recog- 
nize the right of the reicbstagto be con 
suited on the cost of the inclusion of 
Altona into Zelverein, the budget com- 
mittee will submit resolutions declaring 
the right of the legislature to deal witli 
the matter.

MAiJKip,';Mai-cli 23.-— A bomb with 
a lighted fuse attached was placed out- 
side tho royal theatre last night, hut it 
was found by the police before it could 
explode. 

Atiien.s, March 23. — in a debato in 
tho chamber on a bill for the abolition 
of- exemption from military service, 
Pricoupis deprecated tho measure as 
unnecessary. The present system, ho 
said, gave 80,000 men and ciuibletl 30, 
000 more to be called out on declara- 
tion of war. Ho added that both tho 
government and the opposition consider 
war inevitable. The bill passed thethird 
reading.

The House, after a session that ex- 
tended over two months and six days, 
closed its labors on Thursday uiglit.aml 
the members will bo Jisuiisscd to their 
homes by tho Licut.-Ciovornor to day. 

.. It would" be idle to profcsn Katisfactiou 
with the work o£ tho session when so 
mucli that is unsatisfactory crops out 
to stamp it M a failure. Since Confed- 
eration there has n'ot been a session in 
which 80 little beneficial business h as L e u 
transacted, nor one in which iis much 
mifch of has been done. The Acts pass- 
ed number only 28; five of the number 

- 'being "private bills" and seven eraanat 
. ing from private members. Tlie woolen 
.mill subsidy bill is a proivr measure 

' as' far as it goes; but it does not go far 
enough. It appears too smtiU a bonus 
for the establishment of that important 
industry. This bill was the outcome of 
efiforts of private members. It was 
forced on tho government by the House; 
but an equally benelicial object, (that of 
a beet root sugar factory), although ile 
manded by tho House, was not provid- 
ed for by the government, 'i'iie Muni- 
cipal Consolidation Act is a good meas- 
ure; but here, again, the government 
fail to bear off any laurels, because 
they threw the bill on the table in an 
incomplete atid unintelligiblo shape and 
left it to tho House to bring order out 
of chaos. Tho new .school act, of 
which Mr. Humphreys gave notice oii 
the first day of tlie session, and which 
was carried about in that gentleman's 
pocket until it was reduced to ])ulp by 
the heat of his body, never reached the 
clerk's hands. No measure to provide 
for lifting the veil which hides the groat 
natural wealth of the province from the 
knowledge of persons abroad was intro 
duccd ; no handbook . ordered to be 
printed ; no new map ordered to be 
prepared. For mere than a month tiie 
House sat.

At last the discovery was made that 
the government were behind with their 
work. Under the prete.xt of awaitin 
the receipt of railway intelligence froi 
tlie East tho session had dragged over an 
unconscionable period. Then the esti 
mates were brought down, when it was 
seen that the pretended economies 
troduced two years ago wore nearly all 
swept off, and that the official list has 
been largely increased b}' the new 
judicial system and that salaries for- 
merly reduced have been in nearly 
every instance increased. Tiie de 
lusive nature of the money-vote respect- 
ing the claims of tho creditors of 1{k!;d 
Bros, were exposed by the leader 
of the Opposition; and thon there was 
launched upon a surprised and alarm- 
ed House the information tiiat tiie 
mission to Ottawa had failed, and au- 
thority to send the Agent to London 
was asked and given — liurricdly, incon- 
sideratel}', unwisely. British Colum- 
bia throuirh her legislature has de- 
clared war against the only friends she 
had in Canada, the party wlio have 
but just jeopardized their existence to 
do justice to tho province. Wlio will 
venture to say that the Special Agent 
. — honest and faitliful, yet indiscret — 
who has failed at Ottawa may not go 
further and fare worse at Downing 
street? Taking all tilings into con- 
sideration; looking at the session from 
the most favoi'aI)le standpoint [jossible, 
we cannot help thinking in the inter- 
est of the country that it would have 
been better had it never been held.

Prospect Hill, March 22. — An 
armistice of forty-eight liours has been 
concluded in order to terminate nego- 
tiations. The terms of tho truce are 
that all arms, munitions and other 
property captured by either side, dur- 
ing hostilities, shall be restored; that 
the Transvaal sliall bo granted indepen- 
dence, subject to conditions to be here 
after settled by a royal commission, 
and that the Boers government shall 
commence after tho couimission shall 
have made the report. Meanwhile 
British garrisons are to remain in tho 
Transvaal without anywise interfering 
with local affairs. The Boer forces 
will disperse forthwith and Captain 
Elliott's murderers are to be delivered 
to justice. 



The progress of education in Ontario

A return by di.stricts 
was applied for at the Treasury but not 
obtained. Such a return would be of 
some value as it would assist members 
with a knowledge of the district they re- 
present in forming an intelligent opinion 
as to whothor a lai:gO number of Ohineso 
are as has been assorted evading the pay- 
ment of tho tax. In the revenue returns 
tho custom exists of combining New 
Westminster city with New Westminster 
district. Your connnittco aro of opinion 
that they elioulcl be separated so that the 
revenue collected from e.ach of these elec- 
toral districts can bo known. 

As the financial year does not now ter- 
minate until 30tli Juno it is quite im- 
possible for your commitloe (sitting in 
March) to form any opinion as to the ac- 
curacy of tho estimates of revenue and 
expenditure past last session. 

For the future your committeo consider 
that any .su|iiilimentary,j8Uma^r'equired to 
make good tlie expenditure of tho current 
or general year should be brought down 
early in thu session and before the esti- 
mates for the ensuing year are considered 
by tho legislature. 

It is also desirable that an estimate of 
tho Finance IMinistcr of tho balance with 
which the ourrent financial year will close 
should bo brought down with the sup- 
plemontary sums above referred to so that 
mombors before voting the ensuing year's 
estimates may have some idea of the tin- 
ancial situation. 

Your committee iiavo examined into the 
claims of Mr. E. Allen against the gov- 
omniont, sonsiating of the sum of §94 fur 
services rendered reScotty'niul another uf 
§91.12 arising from his accounts with tho 
treasury when acting as collector for Lil- 
looct district. The}' find that the sum of 
§91 was paid Mr. Allen on account in 
February last, so that that claim may bo 
considered as substantially settled. With 
regard to tho latter they find that it main- 
ly arose from a clerical error in Mr. Allen's 
statement, an underestimateof tho amount 
of school ta.i: cullecteil by liiui in 1879, as 
shown by tho counterfoils sent by him to 
the. treasury. The claim of Jlr. Allen in 
this respoct is, thnrefoie. i^;roundless. It 
appears, however, that in the settlement 
made by the treasury witli Mr. Allen in 
August last he is charged with tho sum 
of §73,77 under tiie hoading of miscellan- 
eous receipts. This, it is claimed by tho 
department, was done by Mr. Allen's 
special request. Your committee are of 
opinion that had Mr. Allen understood 
the accounts ho would not have dono this 
as the treasury had already charged asainst 
him from tho assessment rolls and counter- 
foils of school tax and money receipts. The 
corrections made by tlio treasury from 
time to time in collector's statements show 
that the rule of the department very pro- 
perly is to be governed by the figures of 
its own audit and not by those of tho col- 
lector. To this rule tho intrusion of Mr. 
Allan's account of tho §73.77 above re- 
ferred to is certainly an exception. It 
ajjpears that Mr. Allen has received 
§7.37 as 10 per C2nt. on commission on 
the §73.77 and has also had credit t'ordo- 
lin((uent tax §4. Edward Nelson collected 
by him. After a careful consideration of 
tho whole matter your committee are of 
opinion that tho diflferenco between tlie 
873.11 and tho §n.37anioinitingt.i .•?Gl.',-10 
is owing by tho treasury to Mr. Allen.

New York, March 21. — George August 
Sala telegraphs from St. Petersburg re- 
garding the funeral of the czar: I have 
just boon a spectator of tho most mag- 
nificent, most inipres.iivo and most pa- 
thetic pageant on which, in tho course of 
a longtiiened career accustomed to the 
pomps and vanities of royalty, from royal 
bridals and feats to royal funerals, I have 
been privileged to set eyes. 

Throe cannon, fired from the fortress, 
directed the various mourners to get 
ready to take their places. A similar 
salvo at about inidday gave the signal to 
start, who.n a sable standard, bearing in 
white tho initials of tho murdered nion- 
ircli, was unfurled over the fortress. 
Artillery began firing minute guns and all 
the bells in the city began to toll. The 
whole route was lined by troops of tho 
garrison, immediately behind whom the 
public wore permitted to stand. No 
galleries or platforms wore erected, as 
house-holders were only allowed at jjor- 
sonal risk aiid iioril to let windows oi- bal- 
conies to strangers. The police had 
taken exceptional measures to preserve 
order, in maintenance of which the pub- 
lic by hand bill were invited to co-oper- 
ato. All the housesaiid public buildings, 
too, showed the eanio amount of sable 
flags and drapery as when the eni])ross, 
not a year ago was similarly convoyed. 

Tho route taken was the great pliiiu in 
front of tho Winter Palace by Admiralty 
quay and English ipiay to Nicholiasvilii 
bridge,, crossing which tho procession took 
the street, on tho line of Vo.ssileostrofl', 
nernss To.alschkoff bridge and by Ale.\an- 
der park to tho furlross, entering llic gate 
called Ivaneskai. At the funeral cere- 
monies of tho empress last smmnor the 
route taken was by tho Trinity bridge, a 
structure of barges which is removed at 
tho approach of ico, although roadways 
across the frozen Neva aro much used. 
The fortress is almost inimodiatoly oiijjo- 
sito tlie palace. 

Thiiio i.-, a suporstitiou amnng Russians 
against transporting tho dead over frozen 
ico, and the route by which the cortege 
passed was some four miles in lontctli. 
tho procession consisted in all ot thirtoen 
sections, comprising 192 groupes, to de- 
scribe which would occupy many columns. 
/Vmong the noticeable features was a 
figure which attracted much attention, 
the knight of golden ,armor mounted on 
a gorgeously harnessed steed, carrying a 
drawn sword, and supposed to symbolize 
thu bright and spotless charnclor of Uie 
departed spvBriaign. The most picturesque 
features in the ceremonial wore deput.i- 
tiona which ligurod for tho first time in 
Russian history, representing iii-stitutions 
created by tlie late empress, tho zemstais, 
tho justices of the peace, and a motley 
group of pe.isants with one at least of pa- 
triarchal appearance, all attired in their 
winter garb, some with colored scarf used 
to girdle the sheep skins and rough cloth 
overcoats. Fulluwiiig the ])riosts came a 
gorgeous catafalque iin which rested the 
coflin under a rich canopy uf cloth of gold 
surmounted by white ostrich plumes. Wo 
woro asking what next and next, when the 
hoar.5c camo suddenly in view, and the 
prodigious mass uf humanity rapidly, ao 
to speak, as a flash of lightning uncovered. 
It was a most wondrous sight to boliold 
that black sea of liats and caps trriiisform- 
ed into an immense e.xpaiiao uf pale, up- 
tutnod faces. The funeral car was a bior 
of ebony and silver on wheels with heavi- 
ly carved silver spoke.'i and a supcrstruc- 
tiire of black and silver. The wliole was 
canopied by superb material, encircling 
columns of the bcir. Thu codin of tho 
illustrious deceased was almost hidden 
by a golden pall lined with white 
satin, anil" tho v.ast car itself was drawn 
by oight black horses completely shrouded 
in sable draperies. Four general aides do 
camp stood one at each corner of tho caXa,' 
falque, the polished metal wheels of which 
glistened in tho sunlight, Si.ttoon gen- 
eral oflicers hold the silken cords of the 
canopy. Behind the bier of his murdered 
sire walked Alexander III. in his imperial 
solitude, bearing alone his filial sorrow 
and his state cares, and syinbohzing in 
this last respect his unique position. Tho 
emperor was dressed in a general's uni- 
form, wearing a ribbon of the order of St. 
Andrew. Following the emperor at a re- 
spectful distance came tho minister of tho 
houBohold, minister of war and three of- 
ficers on duty. Next in order followed 
grand dukes and princesses according to 
preccdenco, with foreign princes. Tncso 
included Grand Dukes Yladinilr, Alexis, 
Sorgius, Paul and Constantino .Sergius, 
Michaelovitch, Dimitry, throe Nicholas 
Peter, two Michaels, Georgo and Alex- 
ander, all on foot like his majesty, with 
innumerable princes, Romanofski, Louch- 
tenborg, Nicholas and Goorge, Maximil- 
ianovitch, Peter, Alexander and Constan- 
tino of Oldenburg, and Dukes George and 
Michael of Mecklenburg Strelitz. 

In the procession after the grand dukes 
and princes walked generals and aides-de- 
camp and suites, their imperial liighncsses 
and foreign princes. These were pro- 
coded by a company of grenadiers of tho 
palace surrounding the stately mourning 
coach, with tho empress and hor children, 
accompanied by^Prinoess Mario Paulsom, 
wife of Grand Duke Vladimir. The win- 
dows of the carriages were flanked by two 
osquiros-at-arms and tho rear was guard- 
ed by a couple of Cossacks. Almost 
similarly escorted drove in ono mourning 
carriage Grand Duchess Alexandria Joso- 
phevena, daughter of Grand Duko Con- 
atantine Olga; Geodovova, princess of 
Baden and the wife of Grand Duke Mich- 
ael, with the duchess of Edinburgh. 
Meanwhile a black flog bearing tho cipher 
of tho deceased czar, embroidered in 
white, had boon hoisted to a tall gilded 
spire on tho cathedral within the fortrcaa. 
Tho center of the nave of tlio cathedral 
was filled by a huge catafalque, yvith its 
cloth of gold lined with ermine and ris- 
ing to tho very roof of tho edifice. 

At length tho head of tho cortege, con- 
sisting of tho personal escort of his late 
majesty's brilliant bank cuirassiers, with 
white tunics and silver helmets, mounted 
on superb black chargers appeared at tho 
Ivanorskina gate. The foreign ambassa- 
dors, ambassadoreases, ministers plenipo- 
tentiary and consorts with membors of 
respective legations, ladies in waiting, 
maids of honor of the late empress, sen- 
ators, and such high Russian ofHcials 
whoso rank entitles them to places in the 
church, ranged themselves around tho 
steps of the catafalque anxiously watching 
for the bringing in of the illustrous dead. 
The bishops, priests and deacons 
in sable velvets stiff with silvery embroi- 
dery, and tho choiresters and acolytes in 
CMBooke of black iserge, atood in readi- 



I ness, expectant and immobilo . in dead 
I ailenoe, then mutely filed into tho church, 
I while tlie groat body of oflicers of superior 
rank, bearing Russian decorations, 
crosso.<, badges, crowns and diadems, all 
interiiiingled into such glittering, glisten- 
ing confusion that the scene could only 
bo likened to some swollen river full of 
gold and silver fresh flowing into a sea of 
lapsis lazuli and diamonds. 

-•Adjoining these were crowns of all 
kingdoms and principalities, which to- 
gether made up tho empire of all the Rus- 
aias, in delicate oriental metal work and 
uncut precious stones. Greater than all 
these was tho iinpci ial crown, itself niatch- 
loss in beauty, shining rcsplcndid in jew- 
elled lustre. Then followed tho body of 
the deceased czar in a sumptuous gilt 
coffin, bore by Grand Dukes Constan-ine, 
Nicholas, Vladimir, Paul, Sorgius and the 
Duke of Edinburgh. It was reverently 
placed exactly beneath the centre of tlio 
dome of the catafalque. Tho emperor and 
his brother renieved tho lid fi'om the bior 
and the'upper p.irt of tho body of tho dead 
czar, attired in tho uniform of the I'leo- 
brajinski guard regiment, was exposed to 
view. Emperor Alexander III. placed 
himself with the empress and the imperial 
children at the head of tho coflin. Priests 
and choristers intoned dirges of tho Rus- 
sian funeral service, while a metropolitan 
handed e.ich person present a lighted tap- 
er and deacons asperged tho churcli witli 
holy water. Tho scone was ono of great 
splendor, In the midst of all this splen- 
dor lay tlio imirderud suvureign with ghast- 
ly upturned face and fokle(i Iiaiids. Tho 
lower part of the body was completely 
hidden under a heap of fresh flowers de- 
posited by loving bands. When the ser- 
vices was concluded Alexander in. (kneel- 
ing on ono knee, kissed the hand of his 
dead father. The empress 'followed his 
example, then bowing slightly to per- 
sons in the vicinity the imperial eouplo 
left the catlicilral. Tlio Duchess of 
Edinburgh and other grand ducliossos pre- 
sent were successively conducted to tho 
Collin to pay tho last tribute of love and 
reverence to tho niurdorad sovereign. 
Then followed all the imperial royal 
mourners, furoign princes ami uieiubors uf 
the corps diplomatic. They gazed awhile 
at the features which, although altered, 
wore yet easily recognized, then atoo])ing 
they kissed w itli reverence the hand that 
had signed tho liberation of forty millions 
of serfs. Tho corpse will He in state 
until Saturday in tho shadow of tho clus- 
tered columns that stand about tho plain- 
topped tombs of whito marble. Beside 
tho tomb of the lato empress is a vacant 
space, where according to his expressed 
wish will repose tho remains of Alexander 
II. forever. 

Sala sends a uhastly description of tho 
lato czar's appearaiice after embalming, as 
shown by plujtogr.aphs offered for sale in 
St. Petersburg. lie says : The features 
aro seen in profile, tho loft side of tho 
face exposed, the sparse hair careful- 
ly brushed from his temples, tho 
grizzled mustache and whiskers care- 
fully trimmed and kept, but the eyes arc 
mere sunken wrecks, and there seems to 
have been a dire wound on tho chook, 
marks of which have been partially con- 
cealed by art. The head roposos on pil- 
lows of whito satin; the body is clothed 
in tho green uniform tunic of the preo- 
liajinski guards, with massive epaulets of 
gold bullion. The right hand partly bout 
rests po.icefully on tho breast, clo.se to 
a medallion of some imago sacred to tho 
Russo-Greek comniunion; but with this 
head and torse ends, they say, all that re- 
mains of the mortal coil of .-Vlexatidor 
II., there being nothing more of tho 
shattered form for craftsmen of all 
Egyptian my.stcry to work tlieir gloomy 
skill upon. From the trunk downwards 
tho destruction caused by tho explosion 
has boon complete.

1':ASTERN STATES. 

Ni:w YoiiK, March 22. — The town 
of Barrington, ^Insa., is made happy 
by the settlement there of Mrs. Mark 
tlopkins, wife of the California uiil- 
lionaire. It is said that sho will claim 
that town as her residence in order to 
save a large amount of taxes in San 
Francisco, and the jjooplc of Great 
Barrington arc looking forward to hav- 
ing her pay tho bulk of the taxes of 
that town as her personal property and 
Pacific railroad stock will all liavo to 
go into her list. 

Tho Edison Electric Light Co. has 
been granted permission to jay tubes, 
wires, conductors and insulators and 
erect lam]) posts in this city for the 
purpose of supplying electricity for il- 
lumination. 

The president said yesterday to a 
prominent western senator: "Polygamy 
must and shall be stamped out. This 
plague spot on our institutions must 
be banished.

There is a rumor that 
the ''blind pool" of .'ii;8,000;000 formed 
in the interests of Oregon Navigation 
to control the Northern Pacific, lias 
failed to secure control. Whether this 
ia triie or false it induced .sales of both 
stocks. 

Oregon Navigation was 3 lower to- 
day and Northern Pacific common 4 J 
and preferred 3| lower, but closed — 
coiuinon i and preferred ^ — iiiglior for 
reasons already cx[)lained. 

Nr.w York, JIarch 24. — A naked 
negro, delirious from small-pox, rualied 
through 2Gih street, Si.\th avenue and 
Broadway this morning yelling "small 
pox" nt the top nf his voice. The streetB 
cleared at hi.s ajiproach and there was 
a panic for a time. Ho was finally cap- 
tured and taken to a Lo.^pital.

iowA City, March 21. — A peculiar 
case of Tannerism ia unearthed.

Most re- 
putable physicians of Iowa City have 
examined the fiase. Miss Kattio Dent, 
a sister-in-lnvv of Dr; Aylwdr^h of- this 



city, ;yrbo_ has . not eaten a morsel 
for 2.5 days nor has she spoken a word 
for 3 years. Sho abstained from food 
on tho ground that it was her rcligioua 
duty to do so, and from talking for tho 
same reason. jPersuaaion of friends is 
useless and she is slowly wasting away. 
Miss Dent is a maiden lady 62 years of 
age. 

LoLisvir.LE, i^Inrch 21. — Ed. M. 
Ciarko came into Ilnssellville, Logan 
county, last night, and gave himself up, 
stating that in a quarrel with Ed. King 
about three miles from the city he bad 
shotand probably killed him. The coroner 
and a party went to the place and fouud 
King dead with bullet holes under each 
oyo and a ])istol by hia side. Ciarko 
claimed solf-defenso and the coroner's 
jury so decided. Clarke two years ago 
killed a brotiier of King's. 

Detroit, Feb. 21. — Quite a scandal 
has been occasioned by tho discovery 
that a female inniato of tlie county in- 
sane asylum is encionte. Another in- 
mate acknowlodgea paternity of tho 
prospective infant, but it is alleged 
that he has been procured to make this 
admission to shield another more in- 
telligent jiarty.

Bloomixcton-, Ills., IMarch 21. — An 
excursion [larty from Canada, gotten 
up by the Grand Trunk Railway and 
consisting of "fiO persons in 20 coaches 
and with 04 cars of baggage, stock and 
freight, bound for Manitoba, have 
boon blockaded by snow at tho stock 
yards since Saturday morning. 

Wasiiinotos-, March 23rd. — Tho 
nomination of Wm. R. Robertson, to 
bo collector of customs of the port of 
New York, creates a genuine sensation 
at tho ca])ital to day. When vice-prosi- 
dont Arthur opened the list of nomi- 
nations in tho senate this afternoon, 
and observed Robertson's name, ho 
rapidly folded the paper so as to leave 
it uppermost and sent the list by a 
page to senator Conkling, who there- 
upon with an air of indignant astonish- 
ment walked briaklv to the seat of 
senator Piatt, and tlie two Now York 
senators held a whispering conference. 
Their amazement and displea-suro were 
equally manifest, and were readily ex- 
plainable by tho fact known to almost 
everyone in the chamber that Judge 
Robertson is the leader of tho anti- 
Conkling party in the Now York legis- 
lature, and therefore about as objec- 
tionable a man to Conkling and his 
friends as any that could possibly have 
been selected for this most important 
New York office. Tho nomination was 
the more surprising in view of the com- 
plete deference that had been accorded 
to Conkling's wishes in tho nominations 
for other New York offices; and al- 
though he conceded that some recogni- 
tion was due from the president to the 
independent New York republicans 
like Robertson who refused to vote for 
General Grant at Chicago, and thus 
made Garliold's nomination possible, it 
is also generally thought that in select- 
ing a pronounced enemy of Conkling 
for the Now York collcctorship, the 
new administration has invited a stub- 
born conflict which well might have 
been avoided. There is no doubt that 
unless this nomination be withdrawn 
it will be fought by all the Conkling 
and Grant men in the senate with the 
utmost determination, to tho extent of 
making an open breach with the Gar- 
field administration, similar to that 
which was created by Hayes' nomiua- 
tions for the New York custom honse 
three years ago. It may also be con- 
sidered certain that Conkling, as chair- 
man of the committee to which the 
nominations were to-day referred, will 
find means to greatly delay if not 
smother it in the committee. Thus 
the controversy may very possibly go 
over to another session of congress as a 
source of constantly increasing animos- 
ity and bitterness. 

Tho effort commenced by republicans 
in the senate to.dny to elect a new set 
of officers will, according to the in- 
dications, be successfully resisted by 
the democrats, at least for a con- 
siderable time and quite probably 
throughout the special session. 

The prospects for an extra session 
still believed to bo lessening, but a final 
decision ia expected to-morrow and 
meanwhile speculation is generally sus- 
pended,

The Diroctora iu making their Annual Report have to inform tho SubscriberB 
tliat during the past yoar thoy liavo suceuedod in Y)iircha.sing a plot of land of 5 acroH 
immediately adjoining tho Hospital, for the piirpo.soof erecting an Asyhim for Con- 
valeuconts in connection witli tlio flcsjiit,!!. Tho Govornmuiit iiave voted .i .sum of 
money for tho erection of tlio ncce.s.s(iry liuildiiigs; but before tlio works could be 
comniencod tho Government required tlio land to be conveyed to the Crcwn, which 
has boon done. The coining .spring will, it is hoped, seo this most necessary adjunct 
to the institutions of tho Province completed. 

The Directors regret that tho House of Assembly have passed a resolution com- 
eletely rcvor.sing tlio policy under which the Ho.spital has been for so many years 
not uiisucccasfully nianagetl; hitherto tho Government have been content with liav- 
ing two Diroctora on tlie Hoard, and as a rule these Ciovcrnmont Directors have been 
active and useful mcniber.s, and havp fully an.swi;red (he purposes for which tliey were 
placed on tho Board. 

Tlio other Direotors are the noiiiiiiccs of the Siiljscribers. The proposed change 
will be detrimental to the interests of tlioso for ^vhom a hospital is supported. Tho 
attention neccsaary to details takes up a great deal of time, and to .suppose that work 
which is now performed elKciontly by eight gentleinon will bo C([ually as well per- 
formed by four \n .siippo.siiig too much, and tlio inevittiblo result will be a recurrence 
to the worst evils of tho [>:iiit. The iutoroHt ivhicli tlio public now tttko in tlio insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and the active and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Government institution. 

The Diroctora have again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable societies and 
individuals who have gLMiorousl y cuntributod to the .support of tho institution. 

The ad'airs of tlio lJ(jspit;il ha\-o lioim econoiiiic.ally inaiuiged, a.s will bo seen by 
the amount of sulTcriiigs relieved and the 'rn,-a.siirer'.s account of the e.xponditiire. 

In closing this report tlie Directors regret that tho chiingo introduced by the 
Government will prevent them again oil'oring their .services, and from tho applications 
which have been received for a return of subscriptions and tho opinions expressed of 
tho change, they fear that the closing of one of tho most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately be the result. 

There yet remains to be considered the (|uestion of the ownership of the pro- 
perty and the terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pro- 
sent changes w-ill atfect it. On this subject tlie Directors are not yot in a position to 
give an opinion.
